DAIRY CONCERNS MAY SPEED 
SALE BY AID OF FUND 
Ottawa, July 25—Plans are well 
advanced to have all larger cream- 
eries of Western Canada join a pool 
to bonus the export of butter. The 
proposal js that every creamery. in 
Western Cadana producing 50,000 
pounds or more of butter a year, pay 
once cent a pound into a fund and 
this would be paid to exporters of 
butter to supplement the price receiv- 

ed on the world market. 

Announcement of the proposal was 
made Friday by Hon. Robert Weir, 
Minister of Agriculture and followed 
a meeting of the principal creamery 
companies operating in Western Can- 
ada which was held in Toronto Fri- 
day. 

The meeting in Toronto was an 
outcome of a long conference ast 
Tuesday which represetatives of the 
creameries had with Mr. Weir in 
Ottawa. Another meeting will he 
held in Winnipeg next Tuesday. 


The price of butter in the West 
now is about 20 cents a pound. There 
is a heavy flow of butter into eastern 
Canada, which, because of the larger 
populations and the great amount of 
cheese manufactured does not pro- 
duce equal to the domestic require- 
ments. This flow has held the price 
of butter in the East to 22 1-2 cents.
